Claims 5, 6, 9 and 23|-34 are canceled, without 
prejudice or disclaimer of subject matter. No new matter had been introduced. It is submitted

U.S.C §1 12. Changes to claims are not made for the purpose 01 patentability within the 
meaning of 35 U.S.C. §101, §102, §103, or §1 12. Rather, these changes are made simply for 
clarification and to round out the scope of protection to which y^pplicants are entitled. 

Claims 1-4, 7 and 10-22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, 2"*^ paragraph and 
have been amended to correct minor infomialities, thereby obviating the rejections.
